I gave 
Mr. Hammond the gist of the letter we were proposing to send from 
Deputy Director Carlucci to Chairman Edward P. Boland (D., Mass.), 
in which we were recommending very strongly that the whole issue 
addressed by H.R. 12171 -- the authority of the Comptroller 
General to audit confidential funds expenditures -- be considered 
carefully and preferably in the context of the charter legislation; 
but that, if that were not possible then we would recommend an 
amendment to H.R. 12171 which would maintain the status quo of 
the CIA's present relationship with the Comptroller General on 

ye this matter. Mr. Hammond said he had no problems with the letter 
but asked that we include therein a clear reference to the effect 
that our amendment did not address the effects of the bill on 
other entities of the Intelligence Community and that we would 
hope these matters would be addressed when the legislation reccives - 
full consideration. He also clarified for me the position of 
the Department on section 3 of the bill.

Act of 1978." Mr. Kaul said he had spoken with Mr. Larry Hammond, 
of the Department of Justice, subsequent to my conversation with 
Mr. Hammond, and Mr. Kaul asked if we could include in the letter 
and in our proposed amendment language that would remove from 
coverage of H.R. 12171 the confidential funds expenditures of the 
Bureau. I emphasized to Mr. Kaul we were speaking only for the 
CIA in terms of amendatory language since the Director's authority 
over confidential funds expenditures related to the CIA and since 
such authority of other entities of the Community are not 

related solely to intelligence expenditures. Mr. Kaul said he 
understood our concerns but explainedto me the problems he would 
have’ in sending a letter forward to Chairman Boland on this 
legislation for the FBI. He said he would do further checking 

and would get back to me.
